Higher prices for ham and bacon were 
charged Tuesday morning by Union Market 
retail dealers, who say that the trust 
has commenced to apply to consumers of 
these foods the same squeezing process 
from which buyers of bef are suffering. 

Purchasers of whole hams must now pay 
is cents a pound, an increase of a cent 
&@ pound. A ham thus costs 10 to 18 cents 
more, according to its weight. 

On choice cuts of ham the price has gone 
up from 20 cents a pound to 22% and in 
some cases 26 cents. 

On all grades of bacon the price has ad- 
vanced % cent or more. 

August Bischoff of the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef and Provision Co. and Walter Pfeiffer 
of the St. Louis Butchers’ Union, together 
with C. W. Armour and Kirkland B. Ar- 
mour of the Armour Packing Co., J. C. 
Dold of the Dold Packing Co. and O. W. 
Waller of the Swift Packing Co., have been 
summoned to appear May 6 before the Mis- 
sourl supreme court at Jefferson City to 
testify relative to the operations of the beef 
trust. 

“The ‘Big Four’ is getting in its work on 
ham,”’ said William Duggan, a Union Mar- 
ket dealer in pork, ham and bacon. 

“The game trust that sent beef up ie at 
work on the meats which are used as @ 
substitute for beef, and I would not be sur- 
prised to see another increase. 


PORK ABOUT SAME PRICE. 

‘‘Pork is still about the same price. There 
has been no change in the cattle market, 
so far as I «now, to cause a raise, but the 
rétailors are having to pay more. and there- 
fore must charge their customers more.”’ 

8. J. Grieb, another. dealer who handles 
pork and ham exclusively, said that he had 
been obliged to raise prices on ham. He 
attributed the increase to the season, and 
wsaid that there is usually a slight advance 
at about this time of year. 

Beef prices remained the same Tuesday 
as during the past week, and reports of 
lower prices were denied by the retailers. 

‘‘T look for another advarce in beef prices 
about July 1,’ said August Bischoff, secre- 
tary of the St. Louls Dressed Beef Co., to 
the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘The high prices will 
continue until August, when grass fed 
cattle will commence to come in, and the 
price will fall.” 

Fred Fischer, a Union Market beef dealer, 
said that he expected no lower prices be- 
fore August. Louis Schaefer, Jr., said he 
saw no prospect of a lower price. 

Nat Kahn declared that he was obliged 
to pay more for beef Tuesday than before, 
average % cent advance cn a pound, but 
had not raised his retail price. 


Attorney-General’s Statement. 

“Tn 1899 the General Assembly of Missouri 
passed a law drawn on the lines of a sim- 
ilar statute passed in New York and sus- 
tained by the supreme court of that state 
providing that when the attorney general 
had reason to believe a trust existed to 


control the price of any given commodity 
he can present a “petition to a judge 
of the supreme court stating the facts and 
asking that the judge make an order direct- 
ing persons named in the petition and sup- 
posed to know the facts to appear at a 
time and place named, then and there to be 
sworn and testify under oath as to whether 
or not a trust or combine existed. 

“The statute then provides that upon the 
presentment of said petition the judge may, 
if he thinks the showing made justifies 
it, make an order commanding the person 
named and supposed to know the facts to 
appear and testify at a certain time and 
place concerning the existence of the al- 
leged trust and that the testimony then 
given shall be taken down in shorthand, 
transcribed and filed with the attorney gen- 
eral. The object cf the proceeding is to 
determine by the state, in the first instance, 
whether or not a trust or combine to con- 
trol prices exists. I filed a petition with 
Chief Justice Burgess late this afternoon 
stating that I had reason to believe a 
combination to contTol prices existed be- 
tween the dressed beef packers and others 
doing business in Missouri, and asking that 
their officers and agents be required to 
testify as to whether or not a trust or 
combine to control the price of meat ex- 
istedl in Missouri. The chief justice, after 
considering the petition, made the order 
desired. 

“If no combine exists the proceeding gives 
the dressed meat packers and dealers a 


‘chance to so prove before any proceedings 
are begun to take away their right to do 
business in Missouri. If a combine exists 
as charged and it affects the prices the 
retailer has to pay for the meat sold to 
the consumer, this proceeding gives the re- 
tail dealer a chance to come before a judge 
of the Supreme Court and tell the facts 
which would show a meat trust controls 
the market for that commodity. To give

One Boatload Drifted Eleven Days in 
Open Boat With Spoonful of 
Water to Each Man Daily. 


"NEW YORK, April 29.—Mate and Chief 
Bowman Manuel de Viaria of the ancient 
bark Kathleen, stove by a whale a thou- 
sand miles to the eastward of the Barba- 
does on St. Patrick's Day, arrived here 
Friday last with seven shipmates on the 
steamship Madiana, from the Island of Do- 
minica 

By two concidences there also arrived on 
the same day the third mate of the Kath- 
leen, Hobart R. Reynolds of Brockton, 
Mass., and shipmates on the steamshi By- 
ron, from Pernambuco, while Capt. thom- 
as H. Jenkins, the master: Mrs. Jenkins 
and her poe and other whalemen arrived 
* Philadelphia from Pernambuco Wednes- 
ay. 
Mate Reynolds 

Tells Story. 

“The old Kathleen wag once the Balti- 


more clipper of that name, built at Phila- 
relphia in 184, wee g J a little tender, and 
of only 206 tons net,’ n Reynolds. 

“Capt. Jenkins is a aleman of experi- 
ence, about 58 years old, ‘while Mrs. Jen- 
kins, who accompanied him, is 18 years 
younger. Finding the ‘fishing’ for sperm 
whales dull off South America, the captain 
cruised off the whaling grounds to the east- 
ward of the Windward group.

Now it is learning to turn its waste 
back into money. For example, I rode up

It was not 
long before he had acquired a great surplus 
of material at a cost extremely low by com- 
parison with the price of a like stock gath- 
ered in the North.

Finally the problem 
of freight in transporting the bulky waste 
to his Jersey mill arose and he solved this 
problem by a decision to erect a second mill 
at Pensacola, Fla., which will soon be in 
operation.”

Stone in Fifth Story of Dunham Com-

A stone window sill in the fifth story of 
the building formerly occupied by the Dun- 
ham Manufacturing Co., at 9 and ll 1la- 
cust street, gave way shortly before 8 
o’clock Tuesday morning, while Ben John- 
son, a negro laborer employed in wrecking 
the building, was seated upon it.

Solomon Franklin Smith, the uncle (7) of 
Sol Smith Russell, died in St. Louis on 
April 20, 1889. He was born in Norwich, 
Cherango County, N. Y., on April 20, 1801. 
Referring to the date of his birth, this emi- 
nent comedian would often call himself 
‘the first actor of the century.”’ The 
greater part of his life was spent in the 
Westend South. After clerking three years 
in Albany, N. Y., he was apprenticed to a 
printing establishment in Louisville, Ky. 
He joined Alexander Drake's dramatic 
company in 1820, withdrew at the end of 
the season, studied law in Cincinnati, O., 
and in 1822 became the editor of the Inde- 
pendent Press, a Jacksonian Democratic 
organ, and at the same time the manager 
of the Globe Theater.

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ACCUSES BRITISH 


Exhibits Documédnts to Show 
Military Posts Are Main- 
tained Here. 


HE WAS ENLISTED AT ONE 


DISCHARGED HONORABLY AFTER 
EIGHT MONTHS’ OPERATION. 


J. T. Carmody, Who Ranked as Cap- 
tain, Says Strictest English Dis- 
cipline Prevails in All the 
Camps on American Soil. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—Letter paper of 
the Planters’ House, in St. Louis, was ueed 
by the commander of the British forces at 
present in the United States to order his 
subordinates to spy upon Americans. 

This is one of the startling statements 
made today by James T. Carmody a Mary- 


land born man, who recently held the. high 
position of captain in the remount service 
of the British army. 

Other statements by Carmody indicate, 
with apparent conclusiveness, that military 
poo are being maintained in this country 

y ‘the British war office. 

Carmody was honorably discharged from 
the British remount commission in this 
country after eight months’ service. 

He held ‘the title of zergeant, but rank of 
captain in this service, and was paid the 
equivalent of $23.75 a day, with traveling ex- 
penses besides. : 

It may be stated, to establish the char- 
acter of this service in America, that the 
British war office some time o raised 
the pay of its captains here $10 a day. 

And the department’s orders directing this 
raise distinctly set forth that it was made 
so the captains might “‘live in a manner b2- 
coming an officer bearing his majesty’s 
commission.’’ 

The authority for the facts that follow 
cannot be doubted after reading this let- 
ter on embossed official paper oF the Brit- 
ish army: 
ee Remount Commission, New Or- 

eans. 

*‘Mr. James Carmody has been employed 
with the British Remount Commission iz 
New Orleans for the past eight months, 
and during that time has done his work 
well and given every satisfaction. He 
now leaves the commission owing to altera- 
tions which necessitate a reduction of staff.

How the British 
Are Operating Here. 
Carmody, who is a clear-headed, well-ed- 
ucated man, declares: 
That four British military establishments 


are now maintained on the neutral soil of 
the United States. 

That these military depots, in Louisiana 
and Missouri, are conducted in precisely the 
same way, and that the men in them are 
under the same discipline as in like re- 
mount establishments in England, South Af- 
rica and Canada, save that the King’s of- 
ficers on duty in this country do not wear 
untforms. 

That the officers were ordered to duty here 
by the British war office, under whose di- 
rect control they are. 

That the officer in command, Capt. de 
Burgh, is the assistant inspector of re- 
mounts in the British army. 

Carmody and his friend, Glasscock, joined 
Brabant’s Horse, and wm ery to South 
Africa. They were wounded at Ferrisburg 
and were invalided home. Then they came 
to New York. 

Carmody insists that they did not know 
Col. de Burgh was aware of their presence 
in this country until] Carmody got a letter 
from De Burgh, instructing him and Glas- 
cock to report at Kansas City to Maj. J. 
Moore of the veterinary department of the 
British army, who commands the supply 
depot at Lathrop. 

It must appear from this letter that Col. 
de Burgh and Carmody and Glasscock were 
on moat friendly terms, The letter is writ- 
ten on letterheads of the Planters’ Hotel, St. 
Louta: 


Letter Written 
at Planters’ Hotel. 
"May 19, 1901. 
‘Dear Carmody: 


“Thanks for your note. I am glad to 
hear that you and Glasscock have some 
pleasure In your work. You have not had 
much heavy work yet, but it may come any 
}day, when I hope I may hear that you are 
ready to go fora V.C. 

“It is a pleasure to me to have good re- 
ports of you both. I trust vou are taking 
every opportunity of learning something, 
however unimportant it may seem to you 
now. You never know when information 
of all kinds may come handy to you in the 
‘struggle for existence.’ 

“I may drop in on you all any day. Kind 
regards. Sincerely yours, 

“ULRICK DE BURGH.” 

When Carmody signed for service in the 
United States he was compelled to attach 
his signature to a long list of articles un- 
der the caption: 

‘New Orleans, La., United States of 
North America. 

“Terms arranged between Col. U. de 
Burgh (O. C. North American Remount 
Commissfon-Assistant Inspector Remounts, 
British Army), and * * #’’ 

The third article is: 

“[ agree to serve anywhere in North 
America as may he directed by the O. C. 
and in any’ capacity which involves such 
duties as are usually expected on the part 
of commissioned officers of his majesty 8 
army.”’ 

Article 6 says: “I agree * * * not to 
make any claims for traveling allowance 
against the British government.” 


Articles Show He 
Is a British Officer. 
7 and 8 leave no doubt of what 


Articles 7 
they mean. The former says: 


“IT agree to submit myself to the discre- 
tion of the officer commanding should I be- 
come involved in any state of affairs which 
may be unbecoming the character of an of- 
ficer bearing his majesty’s commission. 

Article 8 says: ‘I agree to treat as ab- 
solutely confidential and not to divulge, in 
conversation or by writing, to any person 
unconnected with the commission, any cif- 
cumstance which comes within my,knowl- 
edge in consequence of any position which 
may be given me, unless with the written 
permission of the O. C., the commissioner. 

Commenting on the American war depart- 
ment’s failure to find anything wrong in 
these camps, Carmody said: 

“The very terms of the agreement we 
signed prove that the British establish- 
ments on American soll are military posts. 
Read article 3. 

“That means to fight for the King and to 
obey orders. By the act of signing it, we 
were enrolled in King Edward’s army. We 
were ordered to Port Chalmette. 

“There are now four military posts in the 
United States—that at Lathrop, which is 
the headquarters; one at Billings, Mont., 
which is the camp for buying horses; one 
at Fort Worth, Tex., for buying mules, and 
one at Port Chalmette, a tremendous ¢s- 
tablishment, where all the horses and mules 
are thered for shipment on transports 
which the admiralty charters. ~

BOONE COUNTY PIONEER DEAD 


Blisha Patterson Ellis of Florissant 
Used Neither Tobacco Nor 


Liquor and Was 85, 

Elish@ Patterson [Pliis, a native of St. 
Louts County, and the father of Mrs. G. W. 
Godlove of Maplewood, died Monday at his 
home near Ashland, Boone County, Mo., 
aged &%5. 

Mr. Ellis was born in Florissant. His par- 
ents were Peter and Eleanor Patterson El- 
lis, pioneer settlers. When he was 1 year 
old they took him to Boone County, then 
on the edge of the frontier, and he spent 
the remaining 34 years of: his life in tha 
county as a farmer. 

In the first ‘years of his residence there 
the settlers frequently were called upon to 
defend themselves from hostile Indians. 

Mr. Ellis was a staunch Dmocrat. He 
married Miss Mary J: Sheley of Callaway 
County in 1843. She died in 1865, and three 
years later he married again. 

Mr. Ellis enjoyed perfect health until 
shortly before his death. He used neither 
tobacco nor liquor.

Nowhere is the death of Sol Smith Russell more sincerely 
mourned than in St. louis. He was a Missourian, born and bred 
—the joint product of Brunswick, where he came on earth, and 
St. Louis, where he received his early training as an actor. He. 
was a nephew of Sol Smith, a famous old-time actor, whose 
grave is in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

It was at the Ben de Bar theater in 8t. Louis that Sol Smith 
Russell started upon his long career as a public entertainer. It 
was here that he first felt the pulse of ambition. He started 
in the lowliest of company and with little education, yet he be- 
came one of the foremost of American comedians. All his life 
wa; an upgrade. He never went backward. He labored hard 
and continually, and was just beginning to realize the full 
fruition of his labors when his affiiction came. 

All of Sol Smith Russell's: plays were wholesome. There was 
in them neither salacity noi horse play. He was the exponent— 
if not the originator—of a form of ‘‘dry” stage humor which has 
been widely imitated. A clean, kindly humor it was, many 
removes from boisterousness, and the American stage is better 
for it having been.

THE MISSOURI MOLE. 


The Missouri mole prefers a light, loose 
soil, and his presence is indicated by slight 
ridges of broken earth bulged up by the 
mole shoveling his way just beneath the 


surface in search of food. He is adapted 
to pushing his way through the soil in this 
fashion by having front feet like strong 
paddles armed with sharp claws, and flat- 
tening his feet beside his snout-like nose 
he presses the dirt apart on each side, while 
with his hind feet he shoves his whole body 
forward. The process has been described 
as ‘swimming in the earth.”’ 

Farthworms and the larvae of insects 
which feed upon the roots of grasses and 
other plants are the mole’s favorite food, 
and it is in pursuit of these that the farm- 
er’s corn or the housewife’s plants are up- 
rooted. The mole does not feed upon the 
plants, but without doubt In search of his 
prey he ruins a great amount of vegetation 
by rootcutting and upheaval, and it is a d's- 
puted question as to whether he is a bless- 
ing or a curse to the vegetation of the 
earth. 

This is a question, however upon which 
few who c@tivate a garden or have a nice 
lawn, speculate, and when the depredations 
of a mole are apparent the impulse is to 
put an end to him. This ts not so easy a 
matter as his shallow burrow would indi- 
cate, for he is not to be found here. His 
road of constant travel is some four or five 
inches underground, and it will run from 
one feeding ground to another, and at each 
end of this underground route the earth is 
raised in the form of a mound, by the exca- 
vations from his tunnel, usually called a 
molehill. 

Beneath this mound is the home of the 
mole, but it is ingentously constructed to 
deceive the person who is on the hunt. 
There are rooms and galleries, and upstairs 
and downstairs in his abode, and a number 
of connecting roadways, so that almost 
from any point of search the mole can eas- 
ily appear ‘“‘not at home.’’ There are so 
many ways of escape that the usual metho! 
of catching him is in the lower underground 
tunnel or higNway, and there is a long list 
of patented traps and pitfalls to outwit 
him. If any of these are'perfectiy satis- 
factory the writer does not ‘know it, al- 
though many @ mole has met his death 
thereby. 

The mole ts a voracious feeder, and the 
evening and the morning are his 4@inner 
hours. He locates his prey chiefly by smell, 
and in eager pursuit of it occasionally finds 
himself landed upon the surface. By far 
the best mole trap I ever knew wag 4

BRITISH PANIC = INCREASIGN 


Morgan’s Plans Believed to Contem- 
plate Railway Mergers as Well 
as Ship Combine. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1902, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, April 29.—The panic caused by 
the Morgan ship combine is increasing in- 
stead of diminishing. It is again reported 
that Mr. Morgan is aiming the control of a 
railroad from Southampton to London and 
also of the great Central Line from Liver- 
1 through the midland manufacturing 
istricts to the metropolis. It is believea 
that he ocean combine is only part of a 
huge scheme involving Britieh railroads as 
weil as shipping. 

Despite the assurance that the British 
ships concerned will not pass under the 
American flag, ‘the public remembering 
the equally strenuous assurrances recent- 
ly from the same quarters that no combine 
was contemplated or even poseible natural- 
ly is skeptical. Anyway America has ob- 
tained control over the transatlantic ship- 
ping and that has deeply wounded British 
self-esteem. The only consolation furnished 
is by the Times, which suggests that cau- 
tlous opie are inclined te be uneasy 
when they contemplate the huge proportiv 
of fabrics created, not out “. waoikmoag, but 
out of materials whose collective financial 
bulk before they were combined became 
appreciably higher by the mere process of 
combination. 

In pariiamentary circles the government 
is severely censured because unlike the 
German government, it permitted a combine 
invoiving all of its most valuable auxiliary 
cruisers to be organized without informing 
ee as to its bearing on the national de- 
ene. 

The ministerial statement that tn case of 
war between the United States and Great 
Britain the combine would collapse auto- 
matically means nothing, use in such 
emergency all ships under the British flag 
in American ports would be seized imme- 
diately, as would all American ships im 
British ports.
